THE  NATIONAL  POST  OFFICE. 

Public  institution*  have  so  much  degenera- 
ted, from  public  to  private — into  personal  in 
stead  of  social  uses — that  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  call  the  public  attention  to  what  ap 
pears  to  have  been  forgot  or  growing  into  in- 
(l  fferenre.  Every  trust  of  the  state  govern- 
ment, at  least  of  Pennsylvania  and  in  the  gene 
ral  government,  has  become  matter  uf  person- 
al patronage , or  like  a eommodi  u which  is  given 
out  for  a certain  compensation  m return — or  as 
Tench  Core,  that  great  dealer  in  the  article, 
would  call  it,  a quid  pro  o'nj. 

Offices  were  originally  intended  for  the 
perl'  nuances  of  certain  duties  for  the  general 

benefit  ; but  general  has  now  become  partial 

and  genera!  benefit  mav  mean  the  General  Post 
Office — or  the  General  Treasure,  or  general 
dilapidation,  or  general  speculation,  and  it  ex 
tends  even  to  dealing  in  mi  itary  generals. 

Appropriations  acroiding  to  law,  about 
which  Mr.  Gallatin  made  so  serious  a scruple 
as  to  deprive  the  United  States  of  Florida,  are 
no  longer  in  fashion  ; though  when  Mr  Galla- 
tin's own  brpad  was  to  be  buttered  on  both 
i sides,  those  scruples  disappeared 

Indeed  from  the  manner  in  which  the  Na- 
tional Post  Off  re  has  been  conducted  for  some 
time,  it  has  hern  made  an  engine  of  grievous 
oppression  ; anil  there  is  a peculation  in  the 
subordinate  offices  which  leads  to  !he  augmen- 
tation of  this  petty  villainy  to  the  same  height 
as  in  despotic  governments  However,  of  this 
more  another  time  : the  business  at  present  in 
hand  is  the  half  million  speculations  in  the  Gene 
ral  Post  Office , the  exposure  of  which  caused 
the  \ ttHOB a of  the  31st  3 nusry  to  be  sup. 
pressed  by  some  sen  ile  wretch,  fit  to  be  the

" Your  tri  weekly  paper  of  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  (30th  and  31st  Jan.1  which  I un- 
derstand contained  something  relative  to  the 
la'e  supposed  transaction  in  the  General  Post 
Office,  has  not  been  received  by  m re  than  one 
of  vour  si  bscrihers,  and  what  has  been  receiv- 
ed was  not  in  a regular  package,  but  ns  a let- 
ter tinder  cover  ; I have  felt  some  curiosity  to 
see  the  paper,  and  have  taken  pains  without 
success.  From  the  usual  undeviating  re- 
gularity  with  which  your  paper  has  been  re- 
ceived heretofore,  together  with  the  odd  cir- 
cumstance of  this  particular  paper  not  coming 
to  hand,  there  is  a general  opinion  here  that 
the  papers  have  been  illicitly  suppressed.  As 
yottr  readers  are  considerably  anxious  to  see 
that  paper,  many  of  them  have  suggested  that 
they  would  like  to  see  it  republished  as  soon 
s may  he : as  I keep  a file,  it  would  oblige  me 
il  von  could  procure  one  of  the  papers  of  the 
dates  suppressed.  Conversing  with  a gentle- 
man  to-day,  near  the  Post  Office,  he  assured 
me  that  it  had  not  occurred  at  Washington  in 
his  opinion  ; for  though  there  are  many  cle'ks 
political1*’  hostile  to  your  paper,  they  are  men 
who  w’ottld  not  disregard  their  oaths.” 

No  IV.  Extract,  dated  Wishington,  8th 
February,  1816. 

44 1 have  just  sat  down  ti  ctjpy  some  notes 
made  by  a friend  on  the  subject  of  the  exam- 
ination  in  the  Post  Office  department.  The 
examination  took  place  for  the  first  time,  last 
Saturday  ; a Mr.  Howard,  who  is  a clerk  in 
the  office,  was  examined  first ; he  deposed  that 
immediately  after  he  came  into  the  office,  in 
August  last.  Mr  Seth  Pease,  the  assistant  post 
master,  caused  him  to  address  seme  hundreds 
of  circulars,  calling  on  con  tractors  for  carrying 
the  mail,  and  others  for  receipts  or  vouchers, 
to  enable  them  to  pass  their  accounts  at  the 
treasury  ; amongst  whom  he  called  on  some 
who  were  not  intended  to  hav^been  called  on, 
and  who  said,  in  reply,  that  thev  oever  had 
anv  dealings  with  the  department;  which  Mr. 
Pease  perceiving,  informed  him  (Mr.  Howard) 
that  he  was  not  to  apply  for  vouchers  for  the 
larger  drafts  on  post  masters,  as  thru  -.cere  pri. 
vote  transactions  of  Mr  Ah.  Bradleys  with 
which  the  department  had  nothing  to  do,  and  inti- 
mated to  him  (Mr.  Howard)  that  A.  Bradlev 
and  his  brother  Vltineas  were  pursuing  an  ex- 

traordinary  system  of nothing 

short  of  ...  . . and  cautioned  him  not  to 


seem  to  see  these  matters,  as  he  must  see  them 
in  the  course  of  business  in  the  office,  for  if  he 
should  drop  a word  about  it,  that  would  only 
be  the  signal  for  his  dismission  from  office.  ' 

Mr.  Hownrd  said  that  on  this  occasion  his 
reply  to  Mr  Pease  was,  that  no  consideration 
whatever  should  induce  him  to  remain  silent 
if  he  saw  any  transaction  contrary  to  the  pub- 
lic interest  and  the  obligations  he  owed  ; and 
that  be  thought  it  bis  duty  to  keep  an  eye  on 
these  transactions  and  bad  done  so  to  a great 
extent.  That  Mr  Pease  bad  at  a subsequent 
period  told  Mr.  Howard,  that  it  was  more 
than  a year  since  he  (Mr.  Pease)  had  informed 
the  Post  Master  General,  Mr  Meigs,  of  these 
transactions,  and  that  Mr.  Meigs,  the  Post 
Master  General  had  promised  or  declared  liis 
purpose  of  making  an  investigation  lie  said 
that  Mr.  Edwards  and  Mr  Besler  (I  suppose 
clei  ks  also)  had  made  representations  of  the 
same  kind,  to  the  Post  Master  General,  but 
that  the  practices  pointed  out  Stitt  went  on  as 
usual  w ithout  any  interruption  or  control  that 
he  knew  of. 

Mr.  Edwards  was  next  examined,  and  de- 
posed that  from  his  situation  as  Book-keeper, 
be  bad  an  oppottunity  of  seeing  and  knowing 
that  the  ani  iunt  of  drafts  sold  since  the  Decla- 
ration of  Mar  up  to  1816  was  upwards  of 
goOO.OOO  ; and  cariied  a premium  of  from  five 
to  twenty  per  cent,  not  one  dollar  of  which 
w as  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Department  of 
the  Post  Office  or  the  public. 

The  Post  Master  General  Mr.  Meigs,  who 
was  present,  requested  to  read  a letter  in  ex- 
planation, it  was  from  Mr.  F..  English,  the 
Cashier  of  Ihe  Union  Bank  at  Georgetow  n (of 
which  Mr.  A Bradley,  Deputy  Post  Master 
General  is  the  President,)  stating  that  whatever 
drafts  from  the  Gen.  Post  Office  were  deposited 
with  them,  and  entitled  to  a premium  were  credit- 
ed in  the  Bank  Book  of  the  ufor.said  \.  Brad- 
ley Deputy  Post  Master  General  and  President 
of  the  Union  Bank  ; but  be  did  not  venture  an 
opinion  as  to  the  amount. 

Mr.  Edwards  bung  again  under  examina- 
tion, on  oath,  pointed  out  several  erasures  in 
the  cash  and  draft  books  of  the  Generul  Post 
Office  Upon  which  Mr  A.  Bradlev,  deputy 
p st  master  general,  observed  that  whatever 
those  erasures  were,  they  were  now  right.— 
Upon  which  Mr.  Edwards  particularized  one, 
and  asked  if  that  one  was  now  right  ? To  which 
the  deputy  post  master  general  replied,  yes  — 
Thereupon  Mr.  Edwards  produced  a letter 
from  J heodorus  Btuifcy,  f.sq  post  master  in  New 
York,  in  answer  to  Ins  enquiry  enclosing  the 
copy  of  a draft  for  5900  dollar,,  at  three  days 
sight,  it)  tavor  at  Elisha  Briggs,  merchant  and 
j broker,  of  Georgetown,  Columbia,  and  dated 
’ March  25,  181  i,  which  was  in  the  original 
entry,  but  in  the  alteration  made  after  erasures 
thus  stated:—’4  Deposited  in  Union  Bank  for 
collection,  g50utt;  D.  E.4*-( which  are  sup. 
posed  to  be  the  initials  of  the  cashier  ) 

Here  ends  what  I have  ot  evidence— the  fol- 
lowing is  oral  information 

Mr.  Pease  is  expected  to  give  very  interest- 
ing evidence,  and  his  son  capt.  Pease,  it  is 
asserted,  can  show  that  he  lias  sent  to  cor iliac- 
tors  far  the  public  service,  about  60,000  every 
quarter  year,  nearly  one  half  of  which  is  said 
to  be  premium  money  ; and  that  none  of  it  has 
been  lodged  in  the  treasury  nor  paid  out— but 
sold  for  the  use  of  the  concerned;  tliis,  observe 
I give  you  as  it  is  given  to  me,  and  probably 

the  committee  will  get  to  the  bottom  of  it. I 

have  heat  d of  some  letters  on  this  sort  of  busi- 
ness, which  passed  from  ihe  treasury  to  the 
Post  Oifice,  about  obtaining  a share  of  eustem 
money,  the  letters  have,  however,  disappeared 
turn)  the  Post  Oifice,  and  1 should  not  be  sur- 
prised to  bear  ot  their  disappearing  from  the 
books  of  the  registering  clerk  at  the  treasury. 

1 he  Post  Office  Department  had  constantly  on 
hand  from  50  to  lOO.i  'OO  dollars— and  the  bal- 
ance  against  it  in  account  with  the  U Sta'e* 
rnthe  1st  April,  1815.  wa.  S3  0,000  which  1* 
have  no  doubt,  under  the  double  postage  has 
augmented  to  a great  amount  since.  Not  a 
single  dollar  entitled  to  premium  lias  been 
paid  away  in  that  department  to  contractors  - 
the  consequence  is,  that  as  they  have  been  pa'd 
in  depreciated  paper,  and  lose  front  5 to  15  per 
cent  they  make  their  calculations  accord. ngly 
to  cover  their  loss ; or  if  they  c.nrn.t  get 
terms  to  cover  the  loss,  they  save  it  out  of  the 
service  by  an  imperfect  execution  of  the  trust 
However,  they  have,  where  they  were  keen,- 
generally  succeeded  in  executing  the  charge, 
which,  as  to  them,  was  certainly  reasonable, 
jut  if  the  business  had  been  as  it  should  be.  t her 
contracts  could  have  been  ha  I on  an  ave?age 
liorn  10  to  5d  per  cent,  cheaper  to  the  public 
than  they  have  been.
